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AMENDMENT TO THE CLAIMS 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for monitoring telecommunications usage, comprising: 

providing a virtual telephon e number in a oorvico providing network; 

ufloooiating n t e l e phony device with paid virtual telephone number; 

receiving a call directed to a said virtual telephone number in a service-providing 
network, the service-provi ding network providing intelligent services to said call ; 

routing said call to a separate native transport network from which said call 
originates in communication with oaid t e l e phony do vice; and 

monitoring a duration of said call traversing the service-providing network . 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising monitoring a status of 
said call wherein said asaociating said t e lephony device with oaid virtual telephone 
numb e r compriooo otoring Quid virtual telephone number in a database in paid wirolino 
s e rvice providing network . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising routing said call to an 
original destination via the separate native transport network whoroin s aid associating 
said telephony device with oaid virtual telephone numb e r compriooo otoring oaid virtual 
t e l e phone numb e r in a memory device of odd telephony device . 

4. (Currently Amended) Hie method of claim 1, further comprising providing the intelligent 
services to said call wh e r e in noiri tnlnphnny fl A vir a in n t ft l o phrmy Hmn>« r ^^ r ^ frrtm thr 
group conoioting of a *iroline telephony devioo, a wireless t e lephony dovioo, and a 
packet baood telephony device . 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said service-providing network is a network 
selected from the group consisting of a wireline network, a wireless network, and a 
packet-switching network. 
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(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising associating the virtual 
telephone number t o a wireless telephone number existing in the native transport network 
wh e rein the atop of roooiving paid call comprisoo r e c e iving aoid call: 
caid tel e phony device compriooo an identifier; and 

said aflpociating said tolophony device with oaid virtual tel e phon e number 
compriQoo storing Goid identifier and paid firot directory number in a databaoo . 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim ? l t further comprising associating the virtual 
telephone number t o another telephone number existing in the native transport network 
wherein said database oompriooa a subscriber profile . 

(Original) The method of claim 1, wherein said native transport network is a network 
selected from the group consisting of a wireline network, a wireless network, and a 
packet-switching network. 

(Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising billing a telecommunications 
provider of said native transport network for said monitoring. 

(Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising billing a subscriber based on said 
duration of said call. 

(Currently Amended) A system for providing a n intelligent service to a wireless device, 
comprising: 

a communica tions switch in a service-providing network receiving a call directed 
to a virtu al telephone number, the call received from a separate native-transport network 
having limited capabil ity of providing the intelligent service to the call: and 
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an application server communicating with the communications switch, the 
application server providing the i ntelligent service to the call, the intelligent service 
comprising monitoring a duration of the call traversing the service-providing network, 

wherein after the intellig ent service is provided to the call, the switch routes the 
call from the service -providing network to the call's intended destination 

a tolophony d e vioo; 

a native transport network in oommuniontion with aaid telephony dovico; 
a o e rvioo providing network in communication with said native transport network; 
a t e l e phone number associated with said oorvioo providing network and with oaid 
telephony dovico; 

a firm elem e nt in odd o e rvioo providing network, wh e rein said first clement ia 
op e rabl e for monitoring a duration of a oall direct e d to oaid t e l e phony dovico . 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, wherein the intelligent service also 
monitors a status of the call ooid tolophony dovico io a tolophony dovico ooloctod from tho 
group conflicting of o wirelin e t e l e phony dovico, a wiroloao tolophony dovico, and a 
pockot based tolophony dovico . 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, further comprising a database associating 
the virtu al telephone number to a wireless telephone number existing in the native 
transport network whoroin aaid tolophony devioo comprio e fl a memory d e vioo, and 
whoroin said virtual telephon e number is stored in oaid memory dovico . 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, further comprising a database associating 
the virtual telephone number to another telephone number existing in the native transport 
network? 

an identifier of said tel e phony devico; and 

a database for storing oaid identifier and paid firot dir e ctory number . 
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15. (Currently Amended) The system of claim W 11, further comprising a database 
associating th e virtual telephone number to a packet voice-based telephone number 
existing in the native tra n sport network wh e rein nniri rfntnhrmg nmnp rin^ a profi le 

16. (Original) The system of claim 11, wherein said service-providing network comprises an 
Advanced Intelligent Network (AUM). 

17. (Original) The system of claim 11, wherein said service-providing network comprises a 
packet-switching network. 

18. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, wherein the service-providing network 
modifies mess ages accompanying the call so that the call is not routed back to the 
service-providing net work in an endless loop said first olomont compriooo q service 
control point (SCP) . 

19. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, wherein the service-providing network 
modifies caller information associated with the call quid firat ol e mnnt rnmprrnwi n mnHin 
gat e way oontrollor . 
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
